Is ‘On ‘Schedule’ 


ORLANDO, Fla.—The Army this week announced that 
initial development firings of its new Pershing pelistic 
missile will be in on schedule. 

Brig. Gen. John A. Barclay, commanding general, Army Bal- 
listic Missile Agency, made the statement after inspecting the Persh- 
ing launching facilities at Cape Canaveral. Gen Barclay also said 
the two stage selective range Pershing will continue to be developed 
‘under the technical supervision and direction of ABMA, an agency 
of the Army Ordnance Missile Command. 

“The net result,” Gen. Barclay said, “is that the Army will re- 
tain its capacity to evaluate the system and its technical adequacy.” 

The ABMA commander also said the system supervision wil) re- 
main with the Martin Company’s Orlando division and its sub-con- 
tractor structure.

PERSHING is a solid propellant missile designed to provide 
maximum mobility, be light in weight, have short reaction time, and 
give Army field units a system that has greater flexibility than the 
Redstone while retaining the range and accuracy inherent in the Red- 
stone system. Gen Barclay and other officers of ABMA, along with 
officials of ABMA’s missile firing laboratory at the Cape and the 
Martin Company, toured the launch facilities with representatives of 
the Corps of Engineers who directed construction of the project.

In change four to AR 40-108, the Army says free medical care 
and hospitalization will be furnished only for “occupational health 
services.” Guard technicians man Nike sites on a round-the-clock 
basis.

You Can Get 
While Car Is 


WASHINGTON. — You get paid 
mileage for ferrying your car and 
kin across the English Channel, 
but you don’t get reimbursed for 
the ferry fare.

week at the Ordnance Guided 
Missile School to map plans 
for training the men who 
eventually will use and main- 
tain the Nike-Zeus anti-mis- 
sile missile now being inten- 
sively developed to meet the 
threat of intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles aimed at the 
United States. 


Col. Charles W. Eifler, comman- 
dant of the missile school, was 
both host to the meeting and chief 
representative of the Ordnance 
Corps which will supervise manu- 
facture of the missile and train 
troops to maintain the solid pro- 
pellant Nike-Zeus with its nuclear 
warhead. 

The panel met for two days in 
highly secret sessions in the mis- 
sile school’s new Technical Li 
brary. 

The meeting here is the third 
held by the group of more than 
50 officers and representatives of 
manufacturers of the missile. 
Their first session was at Continen- 
tal Army Command Headquarters 
at Fort Monroe, in May. The sec- 
ond met in August at the Air De- 
fense School at Fort Bliss.

Indian, unbelievably alert 
and active for his advanced years, 
has become an author at the age

Court Reverses 
Decision on 
Citizenship 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. — A 
Filipino veteran wounded in the 
battle at Corregidor has lost the 
citizenship granted him early last 
year. 

Bienvenido Vittorio Sison, a 
medical technician with the Vet- 
erans Administration here, was 
granted citizenship in June 1958 
by Federal Judge Oliver Carter. 
The judge held that Sison’s more 
than four years service in War II 
with the Philippine Scouts and a 
year’s residence in the U.S. for 
treatment of wounds had satisfied 
the five-year residence require- 
ment for naturalization. 

The Ninth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals reversed the lower court last 
week, ruling that military service 
could be substitute for ‘residence 
but not in combination with resi- 
defice.

The Army ‘Image’ 


The advertising trade is currently en- 
gaged in recreating itself as a profession. 

Advertising and public relations men now 
revel in calling themselves “image engi- 
neers. 

However much the games that the trade 
plays with words may revolt us, however we 
wish that advertising semantics—the art of 

iving words an emotional intent different 
rom their explicit meaning—could be less 
effective and candor adopted in its stead, we 
must admit that this phrase is an apt one. 

For the semantics of the phrase is a 
rather exact description of what advertising 
amorally tries to do. It no longer tries to 
sell a product. Instead it attempts to create 
(engineer) an image of the sponsor which 
will make the buying public ‘so confident of 
the sponsor’s reliability and excellence that 
it will purchase any product which the spon- 
sor produces. 

In the past year, the Army has become 
conscious of the necessity for recreating an 
image of itself in the public mind different, 
it believes, from the image which the public 
now has. " 

The Army has paid for surveys to find 
out what the public’s image of the Army is. 
And these surveys show that the Army’s 
image is pretty unattractive. 

As a result, the Army has been searching 
for ways to create a new-and attractive image 
of itself in the public eye. The recent loss 
of its potential space mission was a hard blow 
to one aspect of this new image. 

Other images, or aspects of a general 
image of the Army have also been attempted 
—STRAC is one. The “always alert Air De- 
fense Command” is another. 

In some areas, it appears that the Army 
is following too much the advertising concept 
of image-making, an amoral (not immoral 
because we do not believe that a deliberate 
attempt to mislead is being attempted) road 
which might eventually lead to less respect 
for and confidence in the Army than exists 
today, if reality is left too far behind. 

We believe that the truth about the army, 
straightforwardly told, will do more in the 
long run to create greater confidence and re- 
spect for it than all the advertising type 
images which the Army can create. 

It is for this reason that in recent months 
we have reported that STRAC, as our head- 
line reads, is a “paper tiger,” that’ Army 
forces in Korea are dangerously under- 
strength, that new weapons of which the 
Army is right proud exist only in very limited 
numbers. 

It appears to us that the Army cannot 
claim on the one hand that it is equipped and 
ready for any contingency while on the other 
hand saying it is understrength, equipped 
only with obsolete weapons and that it needs 
$3 billion a year more than it is now receiving 
to become, in a five year period, a modern 
force for ground warfare. 

We don’t like dichotomies. But in this 
case, one or the other statement is true, not 
both. 

In fact, this seems to us the picture: 

The Army (all the Army, active and Re- 
serve components alike) is as ready as it can 
be, considering what it must do and the 
equipment it has. 

But to carry out its missions properly and 
to fight the kind of wars for which it must 
be prepared, the Army is neither strong 
enough nor properly equipped. 

What image, then, must be created for 
the public? 

That the Army has a job, an important 
job, an essential job if we are to “win” any 
kind of war that we may have to fight. This

Test NCOs for Promotion

St. Louis, Mo. 

This is a suggestion to have a separate 
policy established in behalf of the many 
thousands of stymied individuals in the 
Army today — a policy whereby qualified 
individuals may be able to help them- 
selves, thereby proving their worth to 
themselves as well as to their fellow man. 

I am not asking for any handout or 
outright grant, but merely an instrument 
and policy whereby career men would be 
given an opportunity to help themselves 
now, not in years when it is too late. 

For many years the Navy has had a 
policy of competitive examinations for 
the purpose of proving the most qualified 
personnel from a given field. The Army, 
before World War II — if memory serves 
me right — had a policy of promotions 
to the top three grades being controlled 
by the then War Department. The Army 
also experimented with the Career Field 
Program in the latter 1940’s whereby the 
most qualified individuals were promoted 
by virtue of what they knew — not whe 
they knew. 

* + + 

OVER the past two years, I have read 
many articles pertaining to a new policy 
to be incorporated in the Enlisted Man- 
agement Program, and it has caused much 
hope and speculation in the hearts of 
those in the upper three grades. But 


month after month passes into years while © 


we watch other men — perhaps more 
qualified, perhaps not — get promoted one 
or two grades, even to the point of starting 
with less and ending with more. 

There is no doubt that the new policy 
to be implemented by the Enlisted Man- 
agement Program would be fair and just, 
but it may be as late as 1962. In the mean- 
time let’s consider the following: 

1. How long are certain MOSs to stay 
frozen? 

2. How many “frozen” and stymied 
upper three graders will throw in the 
towel before that date? 

3. How many upper three graders will 
still have their same grade by 1962 due 
to TO&E positions, and will eventually 
get cut back one stripe? 


4. Why must pro pay status be a de- 


terrent to a man’s opportunity for pro- 
motion in grade? 
5. How many less qualified individ- 
uals will be promoted by 1962? 
* oa 


I AM SUGGESTING that separate and 
priority action be taken on the promotion 
prohlem, whereby a man would be pro- 
moted by the results of a competitive ex- 


amination, coupled with his time in grade, ~ 


time in service, and meeting the qualifi- 
cations of a higher grade non-commission- 
ed officer or specialist. 

This system could pertain to all grades 
from E-5 to E-9, without granting of 
waivers, I’m reasonably certain there are 
sufficient quajified individuals to fill the 
authorized allocations. 

It is true that there are some highly 
qualified individuals that will not get pro- 
moted until they can meet the prerequi- 
sites, but that number would be minor 
compared to those qualified individuals 
being passed over by the present system 
due to frozen MOs or filling the proper 
grade in the unit TO&E. 

To get promoted a man would have to 
qualify with a given number of points to 
be ined by Department of the 
Army. By this system, the blame would 
be on the individual alone if he did not 
meet the desired standards. 

* +o o 


COMMISSIONED and warrant officers 
get promoted automatically (within ceil- 
ings, of course) by virtue of acquiring a 
good OEI. If a satisfactory OEI is not 
attained, they get passed over. 

Let’s be realistic; the non-commis- 
sioned officer always has been and un- 
doubtedly always will be the “backbone” 
of the Army. Certainly there are “dead- 
beats” in the corps, just as there are in 
all walks of life, but by adoption of the 
policy whereby a man is rewarded not 
only for wi:at he knows but also for his 
honest and faithful service over, a re- 
quired number of years, then we would 
not encounter the present situation of 


eight, nine and 10 or more years in grade . 


— and especially E-6s with 18, 20, and 22 
or more years’ service. 

Let’s show the NCO that his services 
are desired and appreciated by adopting 
a separate program of competitive exami- 
nations for each grade and MOS.

~ Does the film really disparage — or debase 
— the Medal of Honor? (In this viewer's opinion, 
it does. Certainly, it uses fictional license to an 
absurd degree: It is something like a movie about 
Ty Cabb with Cobb being presented as a .250 
hitter and a lousy base-runner. 

Fiction is fiction, to be sure, but Hollywood 
could have been a good deal nearer the truth 
about the Medal of Honor, with no harm done to 
the story, and it is suggested that the Medal is 
not a proper subject to cheapen and phony up in 
any event, even for the likes of Gary Cooper, 
Rita Hayworth, Tab Hunter and Van Heflin in 
wide-sereen technicolor. 

The movie — based on a novel by War II vet 
Glendon Swarthout, now an English teacher at 
Mi State — concerns a major who was 
designated “awards officer by General Pershing” 


during the Mexican Border Incident brought about 
by Pancho Villa in 1916. The appointment was 
made, the movie claims, to “find” some Medal of 
Honor winners. Hollywood has it that Cooper 
(Maj. Thomas Thorn) can, all by himself, pick 
“anyone I want to recommend.” Watching one 
cavalry attack from afar through field glasses, 
Cooper handpicks four “to write up and recom- 
mend” for the Medal of Honor. 

This sort of business understandably does not 
sit well with Army officials. In provisions for 
judging whether a man is entitled to the Medal, 
Army Regulations permit of no margin of doubt 
or error. The deed of the winner must be proven 
by incontéstable evidence of at least to eye-wit- 
nesses. And the Army doesn’t appoint officers 
to find Medal winners for advertising purposes. 
Also, although the movie is admittedly a work of 
fiction, the Army would probably be quick to 
point out that no Medals of Honor were awarded 
for the Mexican Border Incident.

| Prized Guns Assembled at Hood 


FORT HOOD, Tex. — A collec- 
tion of guns owned by SFC Elmer F 
Wehnes, of Hq Co, 41st Inf., 2d 
Armd. Div., armorer of the Ad- 
vanced Marksmanship Unit, has 
evoked great interest at the 2d 
Armd. Div. Museum. 

Wehnes has been collecting and 
selling guns for more than 18 years 
No. antique collector, since all of 
his guns are in excellent condition, 
and most fire modern ammunition, 

At present he has about 14 or 15 
guns. “I have had as many as 40, 
there were guns all over, the house. 
My wife couldn’t sweep’behind a 
door without finding a rifle or 
shotgun.” 

The collection, valued at about 
$5000, contains a .270 caliber Mau- 
ser rifle, mounting a 6-power vari- 
able scope. It is hand engraved 
with three animals inlaid in silver 
on the receiver. On the right side 
is a mountain goat, the left side a 
white tailed deer, and underneath 
on the floor plate is a mountain 
sheep. The rest of the metal jis en- 


graved with oak leaves.

THE 6-POWER scope was made 
in Germany, the action in Belgium 
and the barrel in Switzerland. The 
stock was made in France from the 
finest French walnut. This custom- 
made weapon is valued at $1200. 


A double 16 gauge shotgun, made 
in France, is another weapon in his 
collection. Valued at approximate- 
ly $1000, this gun is inlaid in gold 
and has a 7-point erown on the 
floor of the receiver. The crown 
is % inch wide and one inch high. 

Wehnes is also the owner of an 
unusual 11 mm Mauser. Firing a 
straight shell, this weapon has a 
cherry stock and forearm engraved 
with the picture of a hunter and 
dog. A lion is engraved on one side 
of the receiver and a hippopotamus 
on the other. 

Among the other prizes in the 
collection are a Springfield single 
action 30-06, with a 4power Ger- 
man scope and a hand made French 
walnut stock; and L. C. Smith 12- 





guage double shotgun with a custom 
made stock; a Roberts .257 caliber 
Mauser with a 4-power scope; a 
Winchester Model 70 30-06 target

musketry, the piercing Rebel yell 
and the defiant answer from the 
men in Blue, are all resurrected 
from the pages of Americar his- 
tory as the “Gettysburg Skit” is 

presented each year at the Army 
War College. 


The story of the battle of 
Gettysburg, given in skit form, is 
told by two members of the facul- 
ty of the War College to the of- 
ficers and families of Carlisle Bar- 
racks each year at the beginning 
of the 10-month course of instruc- 
tion at the Army’s senior educa- 
tional institution. 

The story of the eonvergence and 
engagement of the forces of the 
Army of North Virginia and the 
Army of the Potomac is given to 
familiarize the students and per- 
manent party with the importance 
of the area of Harrisburg-Carlisle- 
Gettysburg to both sides in 1863, 
and the battle of Gettysburg, which

The material for the skit was 
taken from a lecture originally pre- 
pared by personnel at the Armed 
Forces Information School when 
that school was located. at Carlisle 
Barracks. The substantive mate- 
rial has undergone only minor 
changes since then by each of the 
successive participants to fit his 
own personality. However, the 
historical accuracy has not been 
violated in any of the changes. 

Over the years it has been found 
that many of the people assigned 
to Carlisle Barracks are not fa- 
miliar with the importance of this 
area in history, and especially the 
families of assigned personnel are 
not familiar with the battle itself.

Army Engineers Start Work 
On Northwest Bomarc Sites 


SEATTLE. — The first bases in 
the Pacific Northwest for the Bo- 
mare weapon system have been 
started by the Engineer District at 
Seattle, for the Air Force. 

One facility is located at Paine 
Air Force Base in Washington and 
the other at Camp Adair, Ore. These 
are the only Bomarc bases author- 
ized west of the Mississippi and 
north of Sacramento, Calif. 

Using a bronze shovel, Col. R. P. 
Young, Seattle District Engineer, 
and Col. William F. Shaeffer, Paine 
AFB commander, turned the first 
earth on the $2,486,125 contract re- 
cently. 

At Paine, the Engineers expect 
to turn a completed Bomare base 








with 28 launcher-shelters over to 
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the Air Force in October 1960, ac. 
cording to Col. Young. 

The entire installation, including 
a missile in each launcher plus 
spares, and a large amount of elec- 
tronic equipment, will cost about 
$10 million. 

Work on the Oregon missile site 
is aM underway, Engineer officials 
said.

Eustis Field 
Gets Runway 


FORT EUSTIS, Va. — A new 
fixed-wing runway at Eustis’ Felker 
Army Airfield was officially opened 
here last week. The new $167,- 
000.00 runway is 3020 feet long 
and is constructed of bituminous 
concrete with a 23,000 pound wheel 
load capacity. capable of accepting 
any type aircraft able to land or 
take off in that distance.

Data Processing 
Course Offered 
By Signal School 


FORT MONMOUTH, N. J.—Brig. 
Gen. Charles M. Baer, commandant, 
Army Signal School, has announced 
the release of Signal Subcourse No. 
04, “Automatic Data Processing 
Systems, (ADPS)”. 

This subcourse is the newest 
release of the Army Signal School, 
Department of Nonresident Instruc- 
tion, and is designed to give the 
student a general introduction to 
automatic data processing and some 
of the basic principles involved. He 
will receive the overall picture of 
the. systems used rather than the 
detailed explanations of all aspects 
of the subject.

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In Invasion of Africa 
[HE recent passing of Gen. George C. Marshall recalls a 
moment 17 years ago—on 8 November 1942—-when Amer- 


ica’s astute military tactician was overruled in his judgment. | 


Bringing this rev of the 
course of War II into focus 
is the lucid episode “The 
Decision to Invade North Africa” 
by Leo J. Meyer, one of the most 
interesting stories in the recently 
published Harcourt-Brace docu- 
mentary, “Command Decisions.” 
The disagreement arose as the 
alignment of forces faced 
courses of action. On one side was 
the U.S. military hierarchy head- 
ed by Gen. Marshall, Admiral King 
and War Secretary Stimson. Op- 
posing them were Prime Minister 
Churchill and Field Marshal Alan 
Brooke. The former were seeking 


to capitalize on the buildup of 


Allied forces in the United King- 
dom for the cross-channel strike 
in 1943. The British, fearing the 
rapid desert advances of General 
Rommel, sought more immediate 
relief from the U.S. 


' Thus, the situation boiled 

down to a question of priorities. 

Pres. Roosevelt then succumbed 

te the persuasive Churchillian 

logic and made the fateful de- 

cision to invade North Africa. 

Author Meyer makes no attempt 
to appraise the decision in retro- 
spect. Instead he presents the in- 
triguing preliminaries which led 
to the then-largest amphibious op- 
eration in the history of warfare. 
It remains now for military his- 
torians to debate whether the 
Allied force was correct in invad- 
fhg North Africa. This action, ac- 
cording to U.S. military leaders, 
upset the American timetable to 
strike at Festung Europa in 1943 
and possibly end the war in 
Europe a year earlier.

MEYER begins his story at the 
end as he relates the invasion 
scene which saw nearly 300,000 
U.S. and British troops pour from 
a hastily-composed naval armada 
onto the beaches of Africa. Using 
this flashback technique, he moves 
from the denouement toe the early 
planning stages. 

Initial invasion plans antedated 
Pearl Harbor by many months. The 
first major joint conference be- 
tween the U.S. and U.K. was called 
on 29 January 1941, and basic 
strategy was discussed in the event 
of America’s entry into the war. 
A later plan was then set forth in 
the Allied agreement (ABC-1) and 
in the joint Army-Navy plan, Rain- 
bow 5, which were both submitted 
to the:President June 1941. Roose- 
velt, sympathetic to both plans, re- 
frained from approving: them. 

American military leaders, 
while appreciating that eccupa- 
tien of North Africa would pro- 
duce valuable results, were gen- 
erally opposed to the action on 
strategic grounds. They consid- 
ered this a dissipation of Allied 
strength in secondary ventures 
and favored, instead, a concen- 
tration of forces in the U.K. for 
a massive attack against western 
Europe at the earliest possible 
time. 

Roosevelt, however, was attract- 
ed to the idea of an invasion. of 
North Africa because it offered 
an early opportunity to carry the 
war to the Germans. It also was 
important, he believed, to assure 
the American people they were at 
war in the West as well as in the 
Pacific, and to impress upon the 
Germans that they would have to 
face American power on their side 
of the Atlantic.

should Germany collapse, or the 
situation on the Eastern Front 
become so desperate that quick 
action in the West would be need- 
ed to relieve German pressure on 
the Soviet Union. 


The plans, however, received 
jolts from at least two areas. 
The Allied shipping construction 
program was lagging and Rom- 
mel’s Afrika Korps was threat- 
ening Britain’s sea movements 
in the Mediterranean. 

The military situation at that 
time also indicated that chances 
of launching a successful opera- 
tion against the mainland of 
Europe in 1942 were dim. The 
combined Chiefs of Staff knew 
then that the best they could hope 
for was only a slight foothold, but 
they would stand little chance 
against a veteran Nazi army. 

The conferences and debates 
ended when Pres. Roosevelt sent 
a secret message to Churchill say- 
ing that “a Western front in 1942 
was off” and that he was in favor 
of an invasion of North Africa.

PRESIDENTIAL adviser Harry 
Hopkins called upon the President 
for an immediate decisiOn on 
Torch in order to avoid certain 
delays suggested by Gen. Marshall. 
(The latter earlier had drawn up 
an agreement which would post- 
pone until mid-September any final 
action taken on Torch.) Roosevelt, 
by ignoring Marshall’s conditions, 
thus jettisoned Roundup and 
launched Torch. Shortly there- 
after, Marshall informed Gen. 
Eisenhower he would lead. Torch 
as CG, ETOUSA, if and when the 
operation was undertaken. 

The next step sought by the 
Allies was agreement on the size, 


direction, timing and date of the. 


operation. 

With Eisenhower at the helm, 
the general plan called for simul- 
taneous landings at Casablanca, 
Oran and Algiers. D-Day would be 
determined by the time needed to 
acquire shipping and naval es- 
corts, equip American units in 
England and train troops in am- 
phibious operations. 

By mid-September Eisenhower 
was convinced that his _logistjcal 
and training problems could be 
solved by late October so he set 
8 November as the attack date. 

His optimism that this date could 
be met was not shared by all his 
staff, particularly those acquainted 
with the tremendous logistical task 
that remained uncompleted. These 
experts felt that no task forces of 
the size contemplated could be 
completely ready in the short 
time remaining.

Top awards this year went to 
five scientists from the Diamond 
Ordnance Fuse Laboratory who 
will share $25,000 for their devel- 
opment of the “microminiaturiza- 
tion” process for electronic equip- 
ment. 
Winning this award were Thomas 
A. Prugh, Mrs. Edith M. Olson, 
Norman J. Doctor, James R. Nall, 
and Dr. Jay W. Lathrop. 
At a press conference following 
the receipt of their award by this 
group from Army Secretary Wilber 
Brucker, the difference between 
the microminiature process de- 
veloped by DOFL and the micro- 
module program of the Army Sig- 
nal Corps was explained. 
Microminiaturization puts as 
many as 14 or more components 
of an electronic circuit on a single 
plastic wafer about %2-inch square 
and a small fraction of an inch 
thick. The process is fast, cheap 
and susceptible to industrial pro- 
duction for circuits used for timers 
(as in missiles where cutoff times 
must be figured exactly). in com- 
puters and other places where low 
power appears in the circuit.

THE MICROMODULE concept 
puts one electronic component of 
a cireuit on each wafer, combines 
several wafers in a stack to get 
one circuit. 

Advantage of the module system 
is that the number of components 
to be used in circuits can be lim- 
ited, then packaged in yarious ways 
for different electronic equipments. 
The module program, -therefore, 
leads to small sized but standard- 
ized circuits and parts. This is 
very desirable in items which may 
have to be repaired. It limits the 
number ‘of spare parts that have 
to be carried in a Signal mainte- 
nance unit. But it sacrifices size. 

Microminiaturization means that, 
on the average, an electronic item 
of equipment can be one-tenth. the 
size as one using micromodular 
parts. But for each application. a 
new circuit must be designed. Re- 
pairs, if made, must be by circuit 
or assembly within the eauipment, 
not by individual elements.

Processions of 
children and young people in na- 
tive dress honor the Virgin. 
16-24—Posadas, Mexico. On these 
evenings, in city_homes and vil- 
lage streets, the journey to Beth- 
lehem is re-enacted in traditional 
fashion. Afterward, the social part 
of the posadas consists of refresh- 
ments and dancing. but the high- 
light is breaking of the “pinata.”

Stalin in March, 1953. Although 
short, this historical analysis of 
the rise of Bolshevism, its seiz- 
ure of power, and subsequent 
evolution provide the necessary 
background for an understanding 
of the realities of Soviet rule.

IT IS important to realize that 
communism in practice is a liv- 
ing, growing, dynamic and op- 
portunistic political system, For 
this reason it must be studied 
from a long range viev'point 
rather than in the context of its 
ever-changing tactics. It is not 
enough to read a primer of 
Marxism, if such exists, and be 
content with that alone. The Bol- 
sheviks and their successors 
have found numerous ways to 
implement their programs. In 
applying his definition of strategy 
and tactics to the revolution. 
Stalin said that the “tactics 
changed dozens of times, where- 
as the strategical plans remained 
unchanged.” The changing trends 
of communist behavior are well 
documented by the shifts from 
a policy of war communism to 
Lenin’s New Economic Program 
and back again to Stalin’s Five 
Year Plans. At the same time, 
Soviet: Russia’s strategic goal of 
world domination remained un- 


changed. In his work, Task of the. 


Proletariat in Our Revolution, 
Lenin wrote, “but we are out to 


rebuild the world.” His succes- 
sors have not renounced that ob- 
jective. 

One factor which complicates 
the analysis of any aspect of com- 
munism is it unique system of 
semantics. In Soviet usage such 
words as “peace”, “democracy”, 
and “freedom” often have an en- 
tirely different meaning than 
that which is understood in the 
non-Soviet. world. The meaning- 
less nature of many communist 
expression is readily exposed 
when equated with reality. For 
conayls. the Communist Party 
principle of “Democratic Cen- 
tralism” turns out to be much 
more centralized than demo- 
cratic. Article 134 of the 1936 
Constitution, which Stalin claim- 
ed was “the only thoroughly 
democratic constitution in the 
world” states that “members of 
all Soviets of Working People’s 
Deputies .. . are chosen by the 
electors on the basis of universal, 
equal and direct sufferage by 
secret ballot.” This official state- 
ment appears to meet the ac- 

standards of democracy 
until one considers that only one 
list of candidates is offered to 
the voter, and that list is selected 
by the Communist Party. Com- 
munist elections have been de- 
scribed most poignantly as “a 
race with one horse.” 

Particularly interesting 
te the professional soldier is 
Fainsod’s chapter concerning 
Party activities in the Red Army. 
Originally, the Bolsheviks in- 
tended to replace the Russian 
Army with a socialist people’s 
militia, led by elected officers. 
The military naivete of this ex- 
periment quickly evaporated in 
the realities of Civil War with 
the whites following the Treaty 
of Brest-Litousk in March, 1918. 
Once the Worker-Peasant Red 
Army had been victorious, the 
communists gave no sign of wish- 
ing to disband what Lenin had 
called “a force of reaction.” 


ace in Russia 


Despite the fact that the Soviet 
standing army has become a 
major weapon of communism 
rather than “a force of reaction,” 
the Party has never lost its sus- 
picion and distrust of this mili- 
tary monster it created. Political 
controls were established early 
in the development of the Red 
Army and remain today a dis- 
tinctive characteristic of Soviet

MERICAN spirits soared when Marines and Gis took the offensive 

against the Japanese at Guadalcanal in the Solomons. Guadalcanal 

was the beginning of an offensive aimed at reduction of the power- 
ful Japanese base at Rabaul on New Britain. 


Rabaul’s ships and planes menaced the line of communication 
to Australia, and they blocked any Allied advance along the-north 
coast of New Guinea to the Philippines. Operation Cartwheel, the 
campaign against Rabaul, was conducted with the land, sea and air 
forces of three nations over a huge area. Within one year, it had: 

@ Reduced Rabaul to impotence. ' 

®@ Destroyed hundreds of Japanese fighter planes and severely 
reduced the number of experienced pilots. 

@ Sunk and damaged very important Japanese navy ships. 

@ Chewed up three Japanese army divisions and several bri- 

ades. 
. @ By-passed 100,000 Japanese fighting men, putting them out of 
the war. 

®@ Forced the Japanese air force and navy to evacuate that entire 
Pacific area, thus protecting the U.S.-Australia supply route. 

@ Put Gen. MacArthur in position to drive along New Guinea’s 
north coast to the Philippines. x

THE AUTHOR of this excellent book, a Marine veteran, describes 
the land areas where this campaign took place like this: The islands 
“all have hot, wet, tropical climates, All are mountainous. All are 
heavily jungled. All are pest-ridden and full of tropical diseases, 
especially malaria. None has motor roads longer than a few miles. 
There are almost no ports with piers and quays to accommodate 
large ships...” 

These conditions, and the tenacity of good Japanese troops, 
resulted in terrible battle conditions. Author Miller describes the 
reactions of the 3d Bn., 169th Inf. at Zanana: 

“In their minds, the phosphorescence of rotten logs became 
Japanese signals. The smell of the jungle became poison gas; some 
men reported that the Japanese were using a gas which when 
inhaled caused men to jump up in their foxholes. The slithering of 
the many land crabs was interpreted as the sound of 2pproaching 
Japanese.” 

American soldiers consequently shot wildly into the dark, threw 
grenades against trees and knifed unidentified men, causing many 
American casualties, At one point, between 50 and 100 men a day 
were leaving the lines classified as “war neuroses” victims. 

Coordinating the separate branches, arms and_ nationalities 
created other problems. Army infantry, for example, had a hard 
time working with Marine tanks because they had not trained 
together.

BUT DESPITE the incredible problems of logistics and dis- 
tances, Gen. MacArthur and Adm. Chester Nimitz drove through to 
their objective—neutralization of the Japanese strong point at 

Rabaul—well within their timetable. And doing so, they lost fewer 
men—even though they were the attackers—than did the defending 
Japanese, 

Several of the volumes in the Army’s analysis of its own actions 
in World War II have dealt with American defeats and mistakes. 
This one shows how the Army and Navy won a brilliant victory in 
one of the more remote areas of the world. Profusely-illustrated 
“Cartwheel” not only is good reading, it contains many valuable 
lessons for all career military men.

THAT YEAR of the Great Armada, 1588, saw the known Western 

world divided into two camps. Philip of Spain spearheaded the 
drive to place all civilization under the dictatorship of Catholic Rome 
and Spain was a mighty power then. Elizabeth First of England 
tacking and changing, ruling by intuition. Queen of a little land 
that was a mere speck compared to the lands under Philip’s rule, 
led the Protestant revolt. 

Dr. Mattingly is a scholar in depth with a writing talent so facile 
that his account of the years in preparation for decision day, of the 
consequences, and of their relationship to the struggle between two 
ideologies in our own time, reads like a novel so exciting you must 
keep on to the end. As a historian he presents a detailed round by 
round and wonderfully documented description of the living back- 
ground of the century. As a writer he employs wit, elarity, and 
simplicity. 

From the execution of Mary Queen of Scots, to the visible decline 
of Catholic power in matters of state, “The Armada” furnishes a 
fascinating, believable, and entertaining picture of a period of enor- 
mous changes with likenesses to our own transition century. 

The conflict of 1588 was resolved not by the destruction of either 
set of convictions, but by working out a way of life that accommo 
dates church and state to the comfort of both sides.

TEDDY WILSON’S first LP since returning to the Columbia 
label is a good one (Mr. Wilson and Mr. Gershwin, Columbia 1318). 
The great pianist—who plays with BOTH hands—is backed by drum- 
mer Bert Dahlander and bassman Arvell Shaw. The sons are good 
ones, as the title indicates, and in contrast to some of Teddy’s Verve 
LPs in recent years this time Wilson gets a decent recording jub. The 
Wilson piano is marked, as always, by love of melody, good time, 
taste, tone, a deep appreciation of dynamics, and a buoyant, insistent 
and cool (in the best sense) swing.

BEING ONE who admires the artistry of guitarist Charlie Byrd, 
“Byrd in the Wind” is a disappointment to me (Offbeat Records OJ- 
3005). Although bassman Keter Betts is a notable exception, it seems 
to me that most of Charlie’s companions here do not bat in his 
league. Also, four of the dozen selections feature vocals by Ginny 
Byrd, certainly not an exceptional singer in any way. 

But there is music worth hearing on the LP, however. “Swing 
59” is cute and appealing, evoking thoughts of “Let My People Go”; 
there is some splendid Byrd unamplified finger-style guitar behind 
the vocal on “You'd Be So Nice to Come Home To” and on “Stars 
Fell on Alabama”; and “Showboat Shuffle” is an unpretentious Ja-Da 
kind of toe-tapper with a good, hearty tenor sax solo by Buck Hill 
and a fine solo by Byrd. It’s also a pleasure to hear “Cross My Heart” 
again (remember how Artie Shaw, Billy Butterfield and Johnny 
Guarnieri used to wrap this one up?). 

“Keter’s Dirty Blues” is spoiled by some curious drumming and 
“I’ve Come a Long Way from St. Louis” is, to my taste, a dog tune 
no matter how it’s done. 

Incidentally, the arty cover is somewhat misleading, what with 
its cutaway amplified Gibson guitar. On all but three of the tracks, 
Byrd plays finger-style unamplified guitar, for which he has become 
nationally known, And justifiably so.

“MAINSTREAM” is a set featuring swing era veterans such as 
Vie Dickenson and Joe Thomas (Atlantic 1303). It was recorded 
late last year under-the direction of Albert McCarthy, British jazz 
writer. Since I agree, in the main, with a good many of McCarthy’s 
major gripes about jazz music and jazz criticism today, I am sorry 
to report that most of the music here doesn’t get off the ground 
and the album is a major disappointment to me. I suspect it is to 

, too. In any event, it ought to be. 

There are some fine musicians on the date but the rhythm sec- 
tions don’t jell and perhaps there was too much arranging. The best 
track may be “Undecided” which has some excellent trumpet by 
Buck Clayton. Elsewhere there are some good solos by Dickenson 
and Thomas, Thomas being a fine trumpet player long underrated 
or forgotten, save for a handful of Us.

[THe UNITED NATIONS Educa- 
tional, Scientific and Cultural 

Organization (UNESCO) will issue 
another set of Gift Stamps this year. 
These stamps can more properly 
be classified as seals, since they are 
not valid for postage. However, 
their acceptance by U.N. special- 
ists and topical collectors has 
earned them a place in philately. 

Proceeds of the sale of these 
“stamps” go to help educate or 
rehabilitate needy children in vari- 
ous parts of the world. Specific gift 
stamps usually are sold in certain 
countries-or groups of countries. 
However, all issues are available 
through the United Nations in New 
York. 

The program started in 1951 in 
the U.S. The first issue showed the 
General Assembly Building and the 
tall Secretariat Building — “The 
Workshop for Peace.” This set 
comes in a booklet containing four 
sheets of 10 gift stamps each. 

The 1952 issue for France was 
blue. It showed children joining 
hands across the world. The same 
aed stamps were issued in the 

nited Kingdom and Australia 
showing tools of learning 

Five gift stamps were issued in 
1953. Three of them showed the 
UNESCO symbol (columns similar 
to those of a Greek temple, ar- 
ranged to spell out UNESCO). One 
of the remaining two shows five 
hands reaching toward one another 
in a circle with a small UNESCO 
symbol in the center. The other 
shows two children and a dove of 
peace. 

The stamps were issued in book- 
let form in 1954-56, and again in 
1958. 

For 1959, there are two stamps 
in the international issue and one 
for Japan. The international issues 
show the new U.N. Headquarters 
in Paris. Issue is in ten pages of 
ten gift stamps.

FORT JACKSON, S.C. — This sand-and- 
ine basic training center has been teetering 
tween extinction and expansion for the t 
several years—and nobody seems to know which 
way it’s going to go. 
Consequently, the troops under Maj. Gen. Christian 
H. Clarke live in World War II-type wooden barracks, 
get their medical care in a cantonment-type hospital and, 
for the most part, married soldiers live with their fam- 
ilies off the post. 
There is a persistent story at Jackson that President 
Truman actually closed the post in 1948, partly for 
reasons of economy and partly to strike back at Dixiecrat

defectors from the Democratic party. But, so the story 
goes, powerful southerners in Congress and the Penta- 
gon got to work and the post was reopened a couple of 
des —— (some say it was reopened a couple of hours 
ater). 

The inability of the Army and the Defense Depart- 
ment to make up their minds about Jackson’s future 
has prevented the construction of some much-needed 
improvements, The chief need; according to Gen. Clarke, 

mJjs better on-post housing. Ninety-five officers live on 
the post in what used to be an old hospital. Most of 
these units are substandard. All of the 334 NCO families 
on the post live in substandard quarters. 

Requests for 334 Capeharts to replace current old 
housing have been approved by local FHA officials and 
sent on to Third Army. For several years, these re- 
quests for Capeharts have been stalled somewhere in 
the Pentagon, awaiting a decision on Jackson’s future. 
Ultimately, somebody will have to make a decision, 
because the law requires the existing Lanham Act on-post 
housing units to be torn down in a few years. 

Similarly, Congress several times has appropriated 
money (approximately $5 million) for a new post 
hospital, but the Budget Bureau in Washington won’t 

















let go of the money until it knows Defense’s intentions / 


toward the future of the post. Right now, its intentions 
are a mystery. 
e . . 

DESPITE the lack of good post housing, the housing 
situation around Jackson is better than it is around 
most Army posts. There is a real surplus of civilian- 
owned housing in the Columbia area, with some homes 
lying vacant for months. Part of the reason for the 
vacancies, however, is the owners’ disregard for com- 
monly-accepted standards of cleanliness. 

But there is an ample number of clean, attractive 
apartments and homes at moderate rents in Columbia. 
Some pleasant apartments rent for as little as $55 a 
month, and it is easy to find two-bedroom units for $85. 
Rents in the area include water, but they do not include 
the other utilities. 

Electricity can get pretty expensive—one specialist 
fifth class reported he, his wife and child use $20 worth 
of electricity a month. 

Houses are plentiful (all unfurnished) and anybody 
who can pay $125 a month in this area can get himself 
a house bordering on the luxurious. About 3000 Jackson 
families live in Columbia, where the Army spends 
about $50-million a year in payrolls and procurement. 

Quite a few people are buying houses in Columbia, 
where a no-down-payment deal can be arranged with 
monthly payments as low as $80 a month. This is pretty 
close to the rent. on the same kind of accommodations. 
On deals like this, according to a recent informal bull 
session, four years seems to be the break-even point— 
if you stay in Columbia longer than that, you build up 
enough equity to get some cash back when you sell out. 
Under four years, there isn’t enough equity built up fo 
make the deal worthwhile. One captain, on his last 
tour before retirement, recently bought a $19,000 house 
in Columbia which he says would run $25,000 elsewhere. 

Columbia recently has been engaged in an annex- 
ation squabble. If the annexation movement succeeds, 
the area in which some soldiers live in trailers would 
become part of Columbia, and, presumably, trailers would 
be banned. Consequently, the post now is considering 
establishing its own trailer park. Right now, it is sur- 
veying trailer owners, and if anything develops it could 
have its own park by next summer. 

* * * 


THE REASON for Jackson’s existence is its basic 
training program. The 55,000-acre post trains about 
15,000 men at any given time, giving them eight weeks of 
basic training. The men march and drill on sandy soil 
(drainage is excellent and mud is rare) but they have 
to put up with a hot, humid climate. During the hot 
months, the medics keep track of the temperature and 
humidity every hour or so, ahd when the CET {Corrected 
Effective Temperature, arrived at by a special formula) 
reaches a certain point, strenuous activity i reduced 

* and the men are moved into the shade. 
Last winter, te the surprise of crme, 1 snowed

while some of the troops were out in the boondocks, 
but they all came back without a casualty. 

The basic trainees are organized into three regl- 
ments—the Ist, 2d and Sth. The 3d Regt. is for advanced 
training, and the 4th is a specialist training unit which 
runs seven schools. These give courses in administration, 
supply, vehicle driving and maintenance, field communi- 
cations and intermediate speed ratio operating. Some of 
the post’s 130 WACs attend the supply ‘school, the rest 
have jobs ranging from information and medical aides 
to control tower operator at the post’s airfield. 

The trainees come mostly from the Third and Second 
Army areas, but a scattering come from other parts of 
the U.S., and a few from Puerto Rico. There had been 
fairly large groups coming from Iron Curtain countries 
under the Lodge Act, which offered citizenship to refu- 
gees who serve for five years. The program sort of 
petered out, the law expired, and only a few of these 
men are still at Jackson. These men, and some Puerto 
Ricans, have been the students at Jackson’s own language 
school, which is now down to a student body of a couple 
of dozen men from Puerto Rico who know no English. 

About a third of the recruits are two-year draftees, 
a third are six-month RFA men and a third are RA 
volunteers. They all get the same eight weeks of infantry 
basic. 

A Transportation Corps sergeant who was at the 
Columbia airport waiting for a new batch of recruits 
described their first reactions this way: 

“They raise all kinds of hell around the train 
depot when they’re coming here. They do a let of 
whistling and make remarks. But when. that bus 
enters the post and they see that ‘Fort Jackson, U.S, 
Army’ sign, you can hear a pin drop.” 

The men live in rehabilitated two-story wooden 
barracks, with tile floors, softened lighting and latrines 
on both floors; These are somewhat—but not much 
—better than the barracks occupied. by many of the 
permanent party. 

The trainees learn their rifle marksmanship under 
Trainfire, the new system pioneered at Fort Jackson.

THE POST is dotted with wooden tent frames on 
concrete slabs, These are the remains of earlier mobili- 
zations. Some of these skeleton-like frames are being 
torn down (Gen. Clarke points out that the wood is 
being used for simple construction in the training areas) 
and most should be down by next spring. Jackson once 
held three divisions at one time, and it could hold nearly 
that many men again in the event of mobilization. 

Despite the tent frames and the buildings . 
(there isn’t a permanent building on the ey for 
the telephone exchange and the power plant), gen- 
eral appearance of Fort Jackson is fairly ;. ‘There 
are tall groves of trees all over the post, and terrain 
is gently rolling. bane 

Although the climate isn’t as attractive as the 
climate at his last post — he was military attache at 
Mexico City — Gen. Clarke is proud of Jackson and its 
training program. He says that his basics do better 
in advanced training than the men who took their basic 

at other posts. He also admits, however, that other 
post commanders will be willing te argne the point. 

Right now, he is opening new training sites closer 
to the post living area, and he is moving the sites closer 
together. This will cut down transportation costs and 
time wasted in moving from area to area.

Since South Carolina still maintains segregation, Ne- 
gro soldiers with families will find it extremely diffi- 
cult to find good housing in the Columbia area. 
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THERE ARE plenty of schools in the area (al! off 
the post) ranging from kindergarten through high 
schools Joaded with girls, coeds at the University of South 
white and Negro, in Columbia, plus several Catholic and 
Episcopalian parochial schools. The post runs its own 
kindergarten and nursery, plus the usual Scout, Little 
League and teenage activities. 

Columbia has more than 100,000 people, which 
represents a substantial number of girls of the age that 
most interest soldiers. There are a couple of business 
schools loaded with girls, coeds at the University of South 
Carolina (where quite a few Jackson men are students) 
and girls who work for the state government at the big 
capital sone in the heart of town. 

Columbia is a rare place. Every officer and en- 
listed man this reporter spoke to agreed that the 
natives are extremely friendly to soldiers, the stores 
don’t gouge and the police are reasonably tolerant. 
Few places are off-limits in Columbia, where liquor is 
not sold by the drink. It has to be bought a bottle at a 
time, if at all. 

Columbia has an active theater group, a fairly large 
museum, classical music, a 150,000-volume library and 
lots of gardens, Old soldiers, who have served at many 
posts, contrast Columbia’s warmth and friendliness with 
what they call the mercenary antagonism of a place like 
Fayetteville, N.C. 

Once you léave the broad streets of Columbia, there’s 
no place to go unless you are prepared to make a trip. 
It’s 114 miles to Charleston (and the ocean), 226 miles 
to Atlanta, 141 miles to Myrtle Beach, almost 500 miles 
to Washington, 700 to New York and 800 to Chicago. 

* 


FORT JACKSON was established in World War I 
and was named for seventh President Andrew Jackson, 
who, as a major general, won the Battle of New Orleans 
in the War of 1812. The 45,000 men of the 30th and 
8ist Divs. went to France to fight under Pershing in 
World War I after training at Jackson. 

Between world wars it served as a training area for 
the South Carolina National Guard. In mid-1940, the 
8th, Div. wad activated at Jackson, where $2.5-million 
was spent on the semi-permanent buildings still being 
used, A 400-target small arms range was built at a 
cost of a half million pre-inflation dollars, but this has 
given way to 18 Trainfire ranges. 

During War II, a half million men received some 
of their training at Jackson, including some of the most 
illustrious divisions in the Army. After the war, it be 
came a replacement training center. 

The 8th Inf. Div, again was activated at Jackson 
when the Korean War came along. Later, it was joined 
by the Bist. These were followed by the 101st Abn. Div., 
which left Jackson for Fort Campbell, Ky., in 1956. 

Now, in addition to its training regiments, Jackson 
has a reception center to take in new soldiers and a 
transfer. station to separate men who are returning 
from overseas and who live in the Third Army ‘area:

There are two women’s clubs at Jackson: The Wom- 
en’s Club is under the chairmanship of Mrs. Chester 
Dunning, wife of the commander of the 1st Tng. Regt. 
Mrs. Edwin Montgomery, whose husband is a specialis 
fifth class in Det. C., U.S. Army Garrison, is president of 
the NCO Wives Club. 


The Women’s Club, for wives and daughters of offi- 
cers and warrant officers, does considerable welfare work 
with hospital patients, retarded children and the Post 
Thrift Shop. So does the NCO Wives Club, which also 
runs the blood bank, youth activities and programs for 
hospital patients. There also is a Gourmet Club, for 
women only. 

Army women — and their husbands — run into one 
big problem in the Columbia area. Temporary and part- 
time: jobs are scarce. There really isn’t enough dl- 
versified industry to provide these jobs, and the Army 
wives have to compete with the wives of university stu- 
dents.

SPORTS at Fort Jackson are kept on the local unit 
level. Once a big power in Army football, Jackson now 


has no post team. In the training regiments, all of the 


usual sports are available, including boxing. Occasional- 
ly, it is pointed out, the big attendance at the boxin 
matches is guaranteed by the marching to the fiel 
house, in formation, of entire units of trainees who 
seem to like the matches once they get there 
Some miscellaneous information about Fort Jackson: 
Post hours are from 8 to 5, except in summer, when 


they’re 7:30 to 4:30. 

Laundry is fast. Special jobs can be rushed through 
in two days. Prices equal those of commercial laundries 
in town. 

One television station (Channel 10) can be received 
on most sets in the area. There is another Columbia TV 
station, but it transmits on the ultra-high frequency band 
and most sets can’t get it. 

Most permanent party people have little trouble 
cashing checks. 

The 18 firing ranges are named for the states that 
most of the trainees come from. “This gives a real lift 
to the trainee when he sees his home state,” says Gen. 
Clarke. The training areas have been named for battles 
fought by the Army in War II and Korea. This is part of 
the program to indoctrinate the trainee with some of 
the Army’s past successes, and, in essence, with the rea- 
sons for the Army’s existence. 

Jackson has a Gun Club, where members can learn 
to shoot straight. The club teaches children on Satur- 
day morning and Army wives on Wednesday morning, 
It also has a very active Fish and Game Association, 

A Jackson Boating Association was organized recent- 
ly to help local boat owners. The group hopes to or- 
ganize a local Sea Scout troop and carry out a big safety 
and inspection program. Boating, as well as hunting and 
fishing, are popular at Jackson, which has four of iis 
own lakes. Nearby Lake Murray is a popular spot, with 
its 512 miles. of shoreline, and many people go skiing 
there. 

The Automobile Craft Shep, too, is extremely popu- 
lar — so popular that latecomers usually can't get to 
work on their cars. 

Jackson is loaded with the usual number of recrea- 
tion facilities. . It has a lighted football stadium, a lighted 
baseball stadium, an excellent 18-hole golf course (one of 
the best in the armed forces), and all kinds of craft 
shops, theaters, libraries, service clubs and education 
courses. 

The Aero Club operates six airplanes, three of which 
are equipped for extended cross-country flights.

This constant quality control in- 
spection is performed by the Vet- 
erinary Service. 

The Veterinary Service is a rela- 
tively unknown and misinterpreted 
component of the Medical Service. 

* * - 

WHILE THE SERVICES per- 
formed by this component are 
varied, priority goes to the inspec- 
tion of subsistence items, programs 
of laboratory investigation and re- 
search, 

The Veterinary Section at Fort 
Benning has four officers, 11 en- 
listed men and one civilian. The 
unit,.in addition, operates a sub- 
station at Moultrie, Ga. 

The officers are skilled pro- 
fessional men while the enlisted 
men are school trained as food 
inspection specialists. 

Operations of the Fort Benning 
Veterinarian Section are conducted 
under the direction of Lt. Col. 
Glenn M. McFadden. 

Assisting the colonel are list Lt. 
Richard McCapes, assistant station 
veterinarian, Food Inspection Sec- 
tion; 1st Lt. John O. McNellis, as- 
gistant station veterinarian, Ani- 
mal Disease and Quarantine Sec- 
tion, and Ist Lt. Russell J. Snyder, 
assistant station veterinarian of- 
ficer-in-charge of the Moultrie sub- 
station.

THESE MEN, together with a 
staff of food specialists, are charged 
with food inspection activities on 
he Fort Benning reservation and 
n adjacent communities. They 
must inspect establishments in this 
area which supply food or food 
service to not only the Army, but 
all military services both at home 
and abroad. 

Food inspection is broken down 
into nine classes, with each class 
advancing during the various stages 
of the products’ processing. In this 
manner the food product is rigidly 
uarded by the Veterinary Service 
from the time it is contracted until 
t reaches the mess halls or com- 
missary.

BECAUSE THE modern foot is 
softer than the current attitude 
toward juvenile delinquency the 
hun ‘boot must more 
cush i effect than a Cadillac 
shock absorber. Not only must the 
contact between foot and footing 
be redueed@*to a non-jarring, feath- 
ery union, but the interior of the 
boot has to fit so sweetly as to 
neither ¢chafe nor bind. This is 
a pretty large order. 

To provide a boot with a sole 
which gives a sensation like unto 
treading goose feathers the manu- 
facturers have achieved an under- 
pinning which runs a full inch for 
thickness and yet is not unduly 
heavy. The secret lies in the use 
of a tough new plastic. This ma- 
terial is moulded into a ribbed, 
flat-tread cushioned sole which 
will not slip, is absolutely noiseless, 
and best of all shields the foot 
against the rough going. 

Still another boot maker has 
what is called the Ripple sole. This 
one is another ten-strike. The sole 
is another plastic but the construc- 
tion is the thing. It is fashioned 
in a series of overlapping edges, 
much like shingles are laid on a 
roof. These serrations fold down- 
ward when pressure is applied and 
the springy. effect not only brings 
the hunter back to camp in the 
evening with more zip left in him 
but with fewer falls in the hard 
going, 

Two boot makers are tops in my 
book. One of these is Norm Thomp- 
son of Portland, Ore., and the other 
is Dunham Bros., Brattleboro, Vt.

unnatural ones. Undesirable plants 
may ,be destroyed, for example, by 
controlled burning—this to be fol- 
lowed by replanting of helpful 
species. 

“Our conservation problems are 
simiJar to those found all over the 
state,” Priest says, “lack of water 
being one of the most common 
factors. To relieve this lack we 
have developed spring boxes with 
water troughs in seepage areas, 
pressure-type watering devices for 
seed-eating birds such as quail, and 
special feeding stations.” 

IN ADDITION to the habitat 
improvement program another cur- 
rent project is the care and feed- 
ing of some 1600 pheasants in the 
wildlife conservation area on the 
main garrison.

Hercules Will Defend 











Vandenburg Air Base 


FORT MacARTHUR, Calif. — The first Nike-Hercules missile in- 
stallation in the Vandenberg Air Force Base area is planned for the 
near future, according to an announcement made recently by Maj. 
Gen. E. J. McGaw, commanding general, 6th Region, Air Defense Com- 
mand. Reconnaissance for the selection of the missile sites in the air 
base area has already started. 

The Nike sites will be located approximately nine to 12 miles from 
the strategic area to be defended and will be selected on the basis 
of least disruption to the local economy and community. In choosing 
a sites, representatives of the 6th Region, Air Defense Command 

adquarters at Fort Baker, Sausalito, Calif., emphasized the fact that 
the Department of Army policy is to use the smallest possible amount 
of land for the Nike installations. { 

, Where possible the! Nike sites will be placed on federal, state or 
county-owned lands in order to hold purchase of private property to 
an absolute minimum, the Army said. 

Final determination of the exact locations will not be made until 
all necessary surveys have been completed and approved by Department 
of the Army. Only enough acreage necessary to emplace, operate, and 
administer the Nike system and to afford adequate safety protection 
will be acquired. A typical Nike installation consists of two main areas 
— a control area and a launcher area. These areas are usually % to 
two miles apart. 


New Device Monitors Radar Waves 


HICKSVILLE, N.Y. — For workers at radar installations and 
radar manufacturing plants across the country, an instrument, not 
much larger than a photographer’s light meter and just as simple to 
use, promises to solve a safety problem that has had engineers and 
medical officers concerned since War II. 

Manufactured by Radar Measurements Corp., specialists in mirco- 
wave instrumentation at Hicksville, N.Y., the instrument, known as a 
densiometer, is designed to monitor the energy radiated from trans- 
mitters and antennas and to warn when the power level is potentially 
dangerous to personnel. 

Powered by batteries and built for one-hand operation, the densi- 
ometer can easily be used by non-technical workers. A simple scale, 
marked out in red and green areas, shows the operator unsafe and safe 
levels without computations or numerical interpretations. 

In addition to its use as a low cost safety device, the densiometer 
is also finding use as a simple monitor for checking the operation of 
transmitters. The armed forces, for example, are currently using the 
instrument as field test equipment for both fixed and mobile radar. 

Engineers of Radar Measurements explain that the denisometer 
was developed to meet the needs of laboratories, radar manufacturers 
and radar transmitting installations for an accurate yet simple means 
for safeguarding personnel against accidental exposure to damaging 
radiations. 


Mechanic’s Aid on the Way 


STAMFORD, Conn. — A new type high level platform to be used 
in the maintenance of Army aircraft is being developed for the Trans- 
portation Research and Engineering Command by the aircraft equip 
ment division of Consolidated Diesel Electrie Corporation. 

When completed, the unit will resemble a power-operated extension 
ladder with a platform at the top. This design will make it possible 
for maintenance personnel to climb up and down as often as necessary 
without raising and lowering the platform. 

In kit form, the device is designed for mounting on a standard 
M-37 truck. Power taken from the truck’s electrical system will drive 
an electric motor which raises and lowers the platform through a winch 
and cable mechanism. Maximum elevation is 30 feet. 

Control of the elevating mechanism is possible at both ground level 
and from the platform. Intended to be transportable by air, the unit 
will weigh approximately 600 pounds.
